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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: applicant submits that amended claims are to 
correct minor informalities. Applicant also argues the rejection in view of Cotrel that it does not include universal joints as required by 
claims 1 and 51 . Aside from the functional approach of what the joints actually connect, the joints as rejected are still held to be universal. 
The joints of Cotrel require a screw to secure a rod in place once it is in its preferred location. However, the rods may be oriented in at 
least a significant quantity of other 'angles' perse, in combination with how the joints may spin axially over the other connecting rod or even 
along the connecting rod. In addition, the claimed invention, particularly looking at the newly submitted drawings in Fig. 3, shows that it 
appears that what actually makes the applicant's invention 'universal' is the bushing and how it moves with respect to the rod engaging 
portion. It appears that these bushings have limitiations as far as how much they can actually rotate, and thus the invention iteself is at 
least partially universal, and not just simply a 'universal joint' as the applicant concedes. Therefore the interpretation of the art as 
'universal* is upheld for at least the reasons above, as well as at least interpreted as far as the claimed invention will allow. 
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
